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Weighed from the Nore, and ſailed before the Wind in com- 
pany with ſeveral others, which carried us on ſo briskly, that 
we anchor'd before Margate about One. Here I enjoyed a 
wiſhed-for Opportunity of writing to ſome of my Lenden 
Friends, and found my Heart greatly enlarged towards them. 
After Dinner having ſome Neceſſaties to buy, Mr. H. and I 
went on Shore to Margate, The Wind blew very freſh, and 
the Sea raged borribly, but He that dwelleth on high was mughtier 
and kept us from the leaſt Fright, and filled me with great 
Joy, and t us fafe on Shore. We had the moſt aban- 
doned Man with us I ever ſaw, who came out of an Eaft In- 
dia Ship: He had ſo much of the Devil in him, that the very 
Boat-Men, profane as they were, abhor'd him. From whence 
I infer, that was the Devil himſelf to appear as he is, the 


wickedeſt Sinners could not but deteſt him. 


This Afternoon I began to feel the Power of Faith more 
than ever I did before, and to find that as the Day, fo will 
our Strength be. When I went into the Boat the Sea run 
dangerouſly high; but I could boldly ſay: 


God is our Refuge in Diftreſs, | 
A preſent Help when Dangers preſs; 
In Him undaunted we'll confide, 
The” Earth were from her Center toſs d, 
And Mountains in the Ocean loft, 
Torn piecemeal by the roaring Tide.

Tueſday, Jan. 10. About Four this Morning, Mr. H. and 
I aroſe, intending to go on board immediately ; but the Wind 
blew ſo very violent, that by the Advice of the Boat-men we 
deferred going on board till Day- light; and therefore after 
we had kneeled on the Shore, and prayed for ourſelves and 
others, we went back to the Inn; and took that Opportunity 
of writing to a Friend or two. 
About Seven we took Boat and praiſed and bleſſed Gop 
to ſee the Floods clap their Hands. About Eight we came 
on board, and found we had great Reaſon to be thankful that 
we were on Shore laſt Night: The Sailors told us that the 
Lightning ſhone on the Sea all Night; that the Storm was 
very great, and the Ship's Long-Boat was loft. 
I read publick Prayers, returned publick Thanks for our 
Deliverance, and by Way of Sermon the Second 
Article of the Creed, which I began yeſterday. Did the 
ſame after Evening Prayers. Spent the Remainder of the 


delightful Frame of Mind a long Time. 

The Sick increaſed on my Hands, but were very thankful for 
furniſhing them with Sage Tea, Sugar, Broth, c. At the Sight 
of ſo many Objects of Pity, I was ſenſibly touched with a fel- 
low feeling of their Miſeries. I could not but tranſverſe the 
Predigal's Complaint, How many of my Father's Children are 
ready to periſh with Hunger, whilft I bave enough and to ſpare. 

Had a moſt comfortable Senſe of the Divine Preſence with 
me in many Particulars: And in the Evening, joined in In- 
terceſhon with my other Companions on Deck, in Behalf of 
abſent Friends and all Mankind. 

Wedneſday, Fax. 11. Weighed from Margate Road, and caſt 
Anchor in the Downs, the Ship ſailing moſt pleaſantly before 
the Wind. Wrote ſeveral Letterf whilſt the Ship was under 
Sail. Had my Spirits mightily refreſhed upon our Arrival in 
the Downs, by hearing from two or three Chriftian Brethren 
at London; and was defirous to bleſs Gon for a providential 
Opportunity that was offered of ſending a whole Packet to 
them and ſome other Friends, to acquaint them how lovingly 
the Lonn had dealt with me. O that the Meraes befforued on 
0 through the Thankſgiving of many redound to the Glory 

GOD! 

Had no publick Prayers this Morning, being much hurried 
in writing Letters to go by Poſt; and when I went to read, 
the Soldiers were engaged in their Military Affairs upon Deck, 
ſo that I did nothing but vifit the Sick. I fear I did fooliſh- 
ly: Father, forgive me for thy dear Son's Sake! : 

Went on in explaining the — after Evening rags, 
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and was enabled to talk of the Crucifixion of our Lon p: I 
believe it pricked them to the Heart. O that I could hear them 
cry aut, What ſball we do to be ſaved ? 

Had the Comfort to hear good was done among the Sol- 
diers; and the Captain was pleaſed to expreſs his Approbation 
of my Conduct. God grant I nay with @ fingle Eye ſeek to 
pleaſe the Captain of my Salvation ! | 

After Evening Prayers and viſiting the Sick, went aſhore 
with Mr. H. to Deal; and was ſo highly delighted with a 
Proſpect of the Downs, that we expreſſed our Thankfulneſs in 
ſinging of Pſalms all the Way. The Boat-Men I believe won- 
dered at it at firſt; but they were not aſhamed to blaſpheme, 
and I thought had no Reaſon to be aſhamed to praiſe Gon. 
I had the Satisfaction before we got to Deal, to hear one of 
them join ſeriouſly with us; and perceived a ſurpriſing Alte- 
ration in their Behaviour always after, Bleſſed be GOD /! 
About five we got to Deal, and not knowing a ſingle Per- 
ſon, went (as at Margete) to pay my ReſpeCts to the two Mi- 
niſters of the Place: But finding neither of them at Home, 
ſpent the Remainder of the Evening with my Friend H. very 
comfortably in religious Talk, Family Prayer, interceding 
for abſent Friends and all Mankind, and writing to Chriſtian 
Brethren. And even here Gon did not leave my Miniſtry 
without a Witneſs; for he was pleaſed to impreſs ſomething 
I ſaid on a poor Woman's Heart, that providentially came 
in, and joined with us in Family Prayer: for which we en- 
deavoured to thank Him. Behold how great a Fire this little 
Spark kindled beſere we left Deal! 

Thurſday, Fan. 12. Spent moſt of the Morning in writing 
Letters: Went about Eleven on board, and was highly de- 
lighted with the Proſpect on the Downs, which was exceeding 
calm ; and a great many beautiful Ships which were riding 
| Here added to the Proſpect. O that Men whe occupy their 
Buſineſs in the great Waters, would (ſince they cannot but ſee) 
admire GOD's Wonders in the Deep! 

Read Prayers and went on explaining the Creed to the Sol- 
dicrs; viſited and prayed with the Sick; and began this Af- 
ternoon to explain the Catechiſm to the Women by themſelves:

Spent the Remainder of the Day, and ſet up till One in the 
Morning in writing to Friends. | 
Had two or three added to my Company at Night, who 
ſeemed very attentive, and prayed for me moſt heartily. The 
Poor receive the Goſpel. I diſperſed ſome Books among them, 
as I ſaw proper: I hope GOD will give them his Bleſſing. 
ExpeQted Letters to-night from London, but was diſappointed :

I was greatly delighted to ſee all the Ships ſail together from 
the Downs. Nature, indeed, would have been glad to have 
Raid till the Morrow, that I might have received Letters from 
my London Friends, but Gop, I confidered, ordereth all Things 
for the Good of thoſe thatlove him, and therefore gave Thanks 
from my Heart. Examined into the State of my little Ones, 
(my Friend H's Charge) and had Reaſon to hope well of them. 

Was enlarged in preaching after Prayers to the Soldiers, 
and ſpent two moſt pleaſant Hours in reading Gop's holy Word. 
At Night, though it was piercingly cold, we continued inſtant 
in Interceſſion on Deck; and the Proſpect of a clear Sky, the 
Stars glittering, and the Moon ſhining bright warmed *

more reconciled to a Ship Life; for Gon gave me Health of 
Body, and, without which all is nothing, Content of Mind.

Sunday, January 15. Gon gave me and Mr. H. ſweet Sleep.

Read publick Prayers in the Cabbin this 
Morning, and was much enlarged in preaching to the Soldiers 
on this Article, I believe in the Holy Ghoft : In treating of which, 
I took Occaſion to ſhew the Nature and Neceſſity of the 
New Birth; a Subject on which I delight to dwell. * 

Catechiſed the Soldiers, and, bleſſed be Gon, find ſome of 
them improved. Was enlarged again in my Evening Sermon 
to the Soldiers, and had Prayers a ſecond Time in the great 
Cabbin, which gave me no ſmall Satisfaction; the Officers, &c. 
willingly comply'd as ſoon as I impoſed it; GOD be praiſed ! 

Had great Delight in reading the Holy Scriptures, enjoyed 
an unſpeakable Peace of Mind, and was much comforted in 
interceding for Friends, &c. on Deck. The Weather was 
cold, and the Wind blew very hard; but when the Heart is 
full of Gop, outward Things affect it little. Surely myFriends 
in England pray for m; methinks I feel they ds. | 
All the Day the Sea was entirely becalm'd ; every Thing a- 

bout us ſeem huſh'd and quiet, as though it would remind us 
of that ſacred Reſt the Day was ſet apart to commemorate. In 
the Evening the Wind blew very freſh, but being full againſt us, 
we were obliged to fail back to the Downs (though we had got 
near fifty Miles) where we arrived about Twelve a- Clock. 

Monday, Fanuary, 16. After private Prayer, was moſt agree - 
ably entertained with ſome Letters from my London Friends, 
which fill'd my Soul with unſpeakable Pleaſure, and cauſed me 
to ſhed Tears of Joy. If the Correſpondence of good People is ſo 
tranſporting here, O] how unſpeckably raviſhing muſt the 2 

cnal Communion of Saints be hereafter. Haſten, O Lord, 
Fore Time, and + thy Kingdom — 

Was a little affected by ſeeing a poor Soldier tied Neck and 
Heels, for ſeveral mutinous Words he had ſpoken. The Cap- 
rain related the Caſe to me, and ſaid, if I could make him ſen- 
fible of his Crime, I might beg him off, I endeavoured to 
do it, but, alas, in vain ; he continued obſtinate, and there- 
by hindered my Deſign taking Effect. After this, the Cap- 
tain ordered him to be tied down between Decks; from 
whence I took Occaſion, in my Morning Sermon, a 
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the Soldiers to obey them that had the Rule over them and to 
avoid thoſe Sins, that would provoke Gop to command them 
to be tied Hand and Foot, and to be caft into outer Darkneſs, 
where would be weeping and gnaſhing of Teeth. 

About Twelve, a Deal Boat coming along Side, I was 
minded to go on Shore to anſwer my Letters. The Sea was very 
boiſterous, but Gop brought us to Shore rejoicing. O where- 

fore did I in the leaff fear? — on when left to myſelf 

i the 16 ay of the Month, Mr. H. and I joined in 
— — and Abſtinence, with all thoſe that meet 
together to be wall their own and the Sins of the Nation. About 
Four, took ſome bodily Refreſhments; and from thence till 
One in the Morning, continued anſwering my Correſpondents, 
having firſt ſpread their Letters before the Lord in Prayer, 
and that I might ſend them Anſwers of Peace. 

Tueſday, Fanuary 17. Was awakened with an Alarm, that 
Ship was ready to fail, but found it ſoon contradicted. 
Spent an Hour in particular Interceſſion, and the reſt of the 
Morning in writing Letters, and Mr. H. Latin. 
Ob that I may be made an Inſtrument of breeding him up for GOD ! 

Came on board about T'wo in the Afternoon, and found 
all Things quiet in the Ship, was moſt kindly received; and 
I obſerved the Women were very attentive when I proceeded 
to explain the Catechiſm to them. May GOD open their 
Hearts as he did that of Lydia, that theſe may giue diligent 
Heed to the Things that are ſpoken. 

Was much enlarged in my Evening Diſcourſe, and hope 
the Word entered into their Hearts. Was kindly invited by 
the Poſt-Maſter of Deal, to lye at his Houſe. Gained an 
Opportunity, by walking at Night on Deck, after Interceſſion, 
yo talk cloſely to the chief Mate, and one of the Serjeants 
of the Regiment, and hope my Words were not altogether 
ſpoken in vain. O that — to the Ate 
of the Truth, and be 


_ Wedneſday, Fanuary A Spent all the Morning in Re- 


1 tirement, reading the Scriptures, publick Prayer, — preach- 


ing; the Weather being extremely pleaſant. 

Bezan to live by Rule more than ever; for nothing I find 
is to be done without it. All hoy wh Prot voy being re- 
covered, came to Prayers, for whom I gave Thanks ; par- 


ticularly to them : At the End of my Sermon exhorting them 


with the utmoſt to Sin no more, leaſt a worſe 


Evil ſhould befal them, and to ſhew forth their Thankfulneſs, 


not only with their Lips, but in their Lives. O that there 
may be always in them ſuch « Mind 
Finiſhed 22 the Creed. Read publick . 
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and preached as uſual in the Afternoon. Catechiſed both my 
own Companions and the Soldiers; and was pleaſed to ſee 
many others very attentive to hear. 

Had great Comfort in reading the Scriptures. Was after- 
wards a little inclined to Heavineſs, but drove it off by a long 
Interce ſſion. Prayer is an Antidote againſt every Evil. 


Upon Examination, had Reaſon to hope my Companions 


grew in Grace ; bleſſed be God for it ! | 

About Eleven at Night went and ſat down among the Sai- 

lors in the Steerage, and reaſoned with them about Righteou/- 
neſs, Temperance, and a Fudgment to come ; at which ſome of 
them almoſt trembled. 
Thurſday, Jan. 19. Was much comforted by hearing from 
my Friends. Began, after Prayers this Morning, to explain 
the Catechiſm to the Soldiers, and draw proper Inferences 
by way of Sermon: I find it is much approved of, and, for 
them, by far the fitteſt Way of Inſtruction. 

Spent the Afternoon in anſwering Correſpondents ; was 
much aſſiſted in my Evening Expoſition on the Catechiſm ; 
and had great Hopes of two Soldiers becoming Chriftians in- 
deed , Would to God all the King's Soldiers were fuch ! 

Was enabled to compoſe a great Part of a new Sermon this 
Evening. Enlarged in Interceſſion, and afterwards much re- 
joiced by three more Letters, and ſet up till One in the 
Morning to anſwer them. ¶ bat ſoever thou findeſt in thy Hand 
to do, faith the wiſe Man, do it with all thy Might. 

We had now ſuch a calm and ſmooth Sea, that all the Peo- 
ple every where expreſſed their Admiration of it. GOD 
grant that we may in a Calm provide for a Storm, and, like the 
primitive Chriſtians, when the Churches had Ref, walk in the 
Comforts of the Holy Ghoft, and be edified ! | 

Friday Fan. 20. Roſe with great Peace of Mind, ſpent all 
the Morning in compoſing a Sermon. 

Happily compoſed a Difference between a Soldier and his 
Wife, who were one of the four Couple T married when firſt 
I came on board : The Man had reſolvedto leave her, but upon 
my reminding, him of his Marriage Vow, and entreating him 
with Love, he immediately took to her again. hat may 
not a Miniſter do through Chrift, when his Flock love him ? Al- 
moſt finiſhed the Sermon I began Yeſterday, bleſſed be GOD ! 

Went on in expounding the Catechi/m after Evening Prayer; 
and now began to read the firſt Leſſon, which I purpoſely omit- 
ted before, not knowing they would bear it, and willing to imi- 
tate Jacob, who was careful of bis little Ones not to over drive them. 

Propoſed to the Captain to read a few Prayers in the Great 
Cabbin every Night, which — 1 

aid, 
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ſaid, he ſhould be glad to hear me preach, whenever I ſhould 
think proper. 

Was ſurpriſed in the midſt of my Evening's Diſcourſe 
the chief Mate, who came and told me, that the Miniſter of 
Upper Deal had ſent a Boat for me, deſiring me immediately 


to come on Shore. Accordingly, after I had concluded, Mr. 


H. and I went and found the Minifter, which was left to of- 
ficiate, who defired me, at the Requeſt of the Inhabitants, to 
preach the Sunday following. After this, we retired to our 
Lodging in Deal; and after a Sermon and long Interceſſion, 
was unipeakably comforted by the Reception of ſeveral Letters 
from Perſons, who, I believe, ſincerely fear Gop. At which 
my Heart was ſo full, that I could not but kneel down, pray, 
and return Thanks to God for them. 

Found the Number of my Hearers greatly increaſed to- 
night, and very joyful to ſee me once more on Shore. I fate 
up till one in the Morning, anſwering my Correſpondents, 
and then laid down, filled with ſuch Jay as no Mean could take 


from me, nor a Stranger intermeddle with, Ob that all Men 


knew the Comforts of Religion. 

Saturday, Fan. 21. Spent all the Day in writing Letters, 
and delightful Converſation with Mr. FH. 
At Night, the Number of my Hearers was ſo encreaſed, that 


the Stairs were ſull, as well as my Room. I expounded to 


them the 25" of St. Matthew, at which they were much af- 
feed, and ſeemed to love and pray for me moſt earneſtly : 
And I defire to have no greater Portion than the Prayers of thePoor. 
Sate up till One, writing Letters; gave Thanks for the Bleſ- 
fing of the Week, and then lay down in Peace, hoping to 
riſe early the next Morning, more fit for my Maſter's Service. 
Sunday, January 22. About Nine went on board with 
Capt. V. who is always extremely civil. Viſited the Sick, 
and read Prayers in the Great Cabbin. Read Prayers, and 
my Sermon on Early Piety, on open Deck to the 
Soldiers; the Officers, and other Gentlemen, attending very 
ſeriouſly. The Weather was very cold, but Preaching warmed 
my Heart. | 
About Noon went on Shore with Capt. V. and Mr. H. 
Dined at the Poſt-Mafter's, who received us hoſpitably. 
Afternoon, preached at Upper Deal, on Acls xxviii. 26. Many 
ſeemed pricked to the Heart, and ſome ſo quickened, that 
they expreſſed a Defire to follow me wherever I ſhould go. 
O free Grace in FESUS CHRIST! I have ſcarce known 
a Time I have preached any where, but I have ſeen ſome 
Effet of my Doctrine. From the Hearts of the Mighty the 
IWird of the LORD hath net turned back, the S:vard of the Spirit

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returned not empty. A Proof this, I hope, that the Words are 
not my own, and that Gon is with me of a Truth: May 
never, by Pride and Vain Glory, provoke him to depart from me ! 
Stayed all Night on Shore, to expound the Lord's Prayer, 
and had a large Company to hear me, and ſhould have had 
ſeven Hundred, as my Hoſteis told me, would the Houſe have 
held them: So ſwiftly ran the Word of GOD and prevailed. 
Was again refreſhed by receiving five Letters: Sat up till 
paſt Ten, to anſwer ſome of them; and then went to Reſt, 
with comfortable Reflections of Gop's unmerited loving 
Eindneſs to me. t

Monday, Fan. 23. Was much comforted by receiving five

About Two went again on board the Amy, to dine with the 


Officers, being kindly invited by them when I was before on 
: They all treated me with great Kindneſs, and in the 
midſt of our Meal was moſt agreeably ſurpriſed by the coming 
of two London Friends, who made a Journey from thence (O 
unmerited Love) on purpoſe to ſee me.

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Dinner being ended, I went and diſperſed ſome Books a- 
mong the Soldiers; took my Leave and haſtened on board my 
own Ship; read Prayers and preached, and then went on Shore 


with my Friends, not being a little rejoiced to ſee them. 


January 23. This Night Go p let me fee greater Things 
than before, for ſo many came to hear me that the poot Land- 
lady that owned the Houſe where I lodged ſent to her Te- 
nants, beſeeching them to let no more come in fot fear the 
Floor ſhould break under them; and indeed there were ſuch 
Numbers that I firſt expounded the Creed to about eighty, and 
then the ſecond Leſſon to as many more; among whom I ob- 
ſerved there were many of the chief Inhabitants. 

About Eleven they went, and I then rejoiced with my 
Friends for what Gon had done ſor my Soul, eat a little 
Food, interceded for abſent Friends, and all Mankind, and 
went to Bed about Two in the Morning. O what Hall J ren- 
der unto the Lord for all the Merties he pours down upon me ! 

Tueſday Jan. 24. Spent all the Morning in writing Letters, 
walking, finging of Pſalms, and Interceſſion all along the Sea 
Shore, from whence we had a moſt delightful Proſpect of the 
Downs, which afforded me and my Friends moſt noble Mat- 
ter for Praiſe and Thankſgiving. Met with a little Oppoſi- 


tion to-day ; but I ſhould have wondred indeed, if ſuch an 


effectual Door had been opened for preaching Cbriſt, and 
there had been no Adverſaries. Nothing has done more Harm 
to the Chriſtian Church than thinking the Examples record- 
ed in the Holy Scriptures, were written only to be tead and 
not imitated by us. | 
More People came to hear me to-night than ever, ſo that I 
divided them into two Companies again, and providentially 
from the ſecond Leſſon for the Morning, had a glorious Oppor- 
tunity for ſhewing the abſolute Unlawfulneſs of running or 
buying Run Goods, a Sin that doth moſt eafily beſet the Deal 
eople. | 
After Expoſition paid Mr. E. a Viſit, who moſt kindiy 
entertained us, and offered me his Boat to go or come on 
Shore when I pleaſed, which would ſave me much Expence. 


After we returned from his Houſe, we kneeled down on the 


Sea Shore, and prayed for them that oppoſed themſelves ; 
and then went to Bed, bleſſing and praifing Gon. w— 

Wedneſday Fan. 25. Went on board in the Morning with 
my Friends, intending to read Prayers and preach to the 
Soldiers, but they were engaged about their own Affairs, 
and I could not ftay long. —Had great Civilities ſhewed us 
by the Officers, &c. who treated my Friends W 


As 
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and the Captain, upon my Requeſt, pardoned a Woman 
who otherwiſe was to have been ſent on Shore. 

After Breakfaft, return'd on Shore with my Friends, and 
read Prayers, and preached at Upper-Deal to a large Congre- 
gation; I was ſurpriſed to ſee ſuch a Number of People, but 
all Deal ſeems to be in a holy Flame, and, was I prepared 
for it, I ſhould ſee ftill greater Things than theſe. 

Dined at Mr. R's, a Grocer in Deal, with my Friends ; 
we were moſt hoſpitably entertained, and what was far bet- 
ter, had an excellent Opportunity given me of diſcourſing 
for a conſiderable Time on our- Fall” in Adam, and the Ne- 
ceſſity of our New Birth in Jesvus CnrisT. 

Expounded to two Companies again at Night the Epiſtle 
for the Morning, and the two Leſſons for the Evening, as moſt 
ſuitable for the Day, and was enabled to do it with Power : 
More People came to Night than before, ſo that they now did 
actually put a Prop under the Floor of the Room. Was a- 
greeably entertained with more Letters, and tho* the Duty of 
the Day had a little fatigued me, yet Gon ſtrengthed me to 
ſet up till Three in the Morning, anſwering my Chriſtian 
„ e They that wait upon the Lord fhall renew their 

reng! 

Thurſday, Fan. 26. I nad a Viſit paid me by an Anabaptiſt 
Teacher, who came to diſcourſe with me about the Things 
that belonged to the Kingdom of Gop. By what I could 
find he was a ſpiritual Man. I afked him ſeveral ions 
about taking the miniſterial Function, without being called 
as was Aaron; but he did not anſwer me to my Satisfaction: 
however, we 'both agreed in this, That wnleſs 4 Man be born 
gain, be cannut enter into the Kingdom of GOD. 

I was much comforted by the coming of two more Friends 
from London, with whom I took ſweet Comfort, and could 
not but fancy myſelf once more at London, being K» 
with religious Intimates.

In the Afternoon I took my Friends on board, read Prayers 
and preached to the Soldiers; after this, went on Shore, 
ſung Plalms with my * and then expounded to the 
People, 
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People, who now increaſed ſo much that I was obliged 10 
divide them into three Companies, and God enabled me to 
continue expounding three Hours without any Intermiſſion, 
or the leaſt Wearineſs. Thanks be to GO D for his ſtrength- 
ning Grace! As our Day it, ſo ſhall our Strength be. 
Received three more Letters, and ſet up till One in the 
Morning to anſwer ſome ſent before, and then went to Bed 
"rejoicing and bleſſing Gop for the great Things he had done 
for me. But withal deſirous to ſay with the Divine Herbert, 


Leſs than the leaſt of Gop's Mercies hall be my Motto ill. 


Friday, Fan. 27. Spent the Beginning of the Morning in 
writing Letters, then breakfaſted with all myFriends at oneMrs. 
Hs a Widow Gentlewoman, who kindly invited, and as kind- 
Iy entertained us. The LORD reward her a thouſand fold. 

About Twelve I came on board, being unwilling to be abſent 
from my proper Charge long together. I was received kindly, 
viſited the Sick and catechiſed the Soldiers, ſome of whom an- 
ſwered moſt aptly, for which I diſtributed amongft them all 
ſomething I knew would be agreeable. Oh! that I may catch 
them by a boly Guile ! but that Power belongeth only unto GOD. 

About T wo came a Clergyman on board, from a neigh- 
bouring Village to pay me a Viſit, with whom I ſpent an 
Hour or two agreeably, had Prayers on open Deck, and in- 
forced the Duty of keeping holy the Sabbath Day, which then 
came in Courſe to be explained, but was afraid to ſing a 
_ Pſalm, Mr. H. being at Deal with Friends. here was my 
Courage then? LORD what am I when left to myſelf ? 

At Five returned aſhore with the Clcrgyman to whom I 
promiſed ſome Books for his Pariſhioners. Expounded three 
Hours to three Companies, as before. Glad Tidings of great 
Joy ſent me by four or five Correſpondents, ſat up till One 
in the Morning anſwering them, and then went to Bed and 
had a feeling Poſſeſſion of my God. And will GOD in vor 
deed, dwell in this Heart of mine? O free Grace in CHRIST ! 
Praiſe the LORD, O my Soul, and all that is within me praise 
his Name ! : 3 

Spent the Morning moſt agreeably in Converſation, Inter- 
coeſſion for all Friends, and all Mankind, walking on the 

Sea Shore. 

Dined with Mrs. St. L. who hoſpitably entertained us. 
Went about Three in the Afternoon intending to go on board, 
but could not, which gave me a little Uneaſineſs, thinking it 
by no Means right to leave my Flock ſo long. 

At NightT expounded to three Companies more numerous 
than beſore. Received Letters, and ſat up till One in the 
| D : Morning 
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Morning anſwering them, and went to ſleep in order to fit 
myſelf for the Duties of the following Sabbath. 

Sunday, Fan. 29. Went on board early in the Morning, 
read Prayers, and preached to the Soldiers, and vilited the 
Sick ; then return'd on Shore, and accompanied with a T roop 
of pious Friends haſted to Shraulden Church, about a Mile 
and half diſtant from Deal. Where I preached to a weeping 
thronged Congregation, at the Requeſt of the Miniſter, who 
at my Requeſt, gave me and my Friends the Blefled Sacrament. 
Others ſtaid alſo, to the Number of fixteen : And (which 
I never obſerved before) the Clerk pronounced a loud Amen to 
every Perſon that received either Bread or Wine: An ex- 
cellent Cuſtom, and worthy in my Opinion to be imitated 
i2 all Churches. | 

After this, I and my Friends went on our Way rejoicing, 
dined comfortably at Mr. R's, and in the Afternoon preached 
at Upper Deal. The Church was quite crowded, and many 
went away for Want of Room; ſome ſtood on the Leads of 
the Church on the outſide, and looked in at the Top Win- 
dows, and all ſeemed eager to hear the Word of Gop. I 
preached againſt Worldly-Mindedneſs, and had great Reaſon 
to think God gave it his Bleſſing. 

The Weather was exceeding pleaſant, and ſeeing the Peo- 
ple go in ſuch Flocks over the Fields, put me in mind of our 
Bleſſed LoxDd's Words, when he ſaw the People coming in 
Companies from Samaria : The Fields are white already to 
Harye/t. I then prayed, that he would be pleaſed to enable 
me to gather M beat into his heavenly Garner. | 

In the Evening, ſuch Numbers came to hear me, that I was 
obliged to divide them into four Companies ; and Gop en- 
abled me to expound to them from Six till Ten. Some would 
have perſuaded me to have diſmiſſed the laſt Company with- 
out Expounding, but I could not bear to let ſo many go empty 
away: And 1 find the more we do for Gor, the more we 
may. My Strength held out ſurpriſingly ; I was but little if 
àt all fatigued; or if I had, I ſhould have been ſufficiently 
Tecompenied by ſome Letters, which I received from my dear 
Friends, which gave me unſpeakable Satisfaction: And after 
I had j.eruſed them, I took a little Refreſhment, rejoiced and 
gave Thanks with my Friends for the Bleffings of the Day, 
and went to our reſpective Beds about Twelve at Night. OS 
IWho can expreſs the Loving Kindneſs of the LORD, or ſhew 
ferth all bis Praiſe? 1 

Monday, Jan. 30. At the Requeſt of the Inhabitants, and 
the Leave of Mr. R. (who ſent from Canterbury a moſt o- 
bliging Mcfage,) I preached again at Upper-Deal to as 3 

— 
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and attentive Audience, as I had Yeſterday ; and afterwards I 
with Mr. H. waited upon the Rev. Mr. V. who read Prayers, 
and moſt courteouſly invited me to come and ſee him. Our 
Converſation run chiefly on the Expediency of Baptifing In- 
fants at Church. I continued with him about an Hour; and 
then at his Requeſt viſited a poor Woman of the Pariſh, who 
was grievoully troubled in Mind: And Gop was pleaſed to 
bleſs my Miniſtry to her Comfort. To him be ail the Glory! 


So poor, fo frail an In "

Soon after this we went to Mr. R's, where our Friends ex- 
pected us: But we had not been long there, before the Wind 
ſhifted about on a ſudden, and a Cry came, The Wind is fair, 
prepare yourſelves for Sailing. I received the News with an 
Humble Joy. But Sorrow, I perceived, filled the Hearts of 
my dear Friends, who came ſrom Longon to ſee me. We 
immediately retired, intending to intercede for all Mankind 
before we parted: But the People were in ſuch a Hurry, for 
fear the Sea ſhould grow too tempeſtuous to go off, that we 


were obliged to be very brief. Having therefore recommend- 


ed ourſelves to Gon, I took my Leave. But oh, what Af- 
fection did the Deal People expreſs to my unworthy Perſon! 
for no ſooner were they apprized of the Wind being fair, but they 
came running in Droves after me to the Sea Shore, wiſhing 
me good Luck in the Name of the LoxD; and with Tears, 
and other Expreſſions of Kindneſs, praying for my Succeſs 


and ſafe Return. I was confounded with a Senſe of Go p's 


Mercies to me. 

The Sea was very boiſtrous indeed, and the Wares roſe 
Mountains high: But Gon was pleaſed to give Mr. H. and 
me an unuſual Degree of Faith, and we went on finging 
Pſalms and praiſing God, the Water daſhing in our Faces all 
the Way. Doubtleſs we were in Jeopardy, But wherefore 


ſhould we fear, having ſo many on Shore praying for us? 
About Five we came on hoard, and were received with Joy: 
For the Ship was under Sail, and the People were afraid I 
ſhould be left behind. As I was going into the great Cabbin, 
I fell down the Steerage Stairs; but received little or no Hurt. 
After we had ſailed fer a ſhort Time, the Man of War not 
moving 
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moving, we caſt Anchor again. Mr. H. was ſo ſick by the 
Ship's Motion after we came on board, that he was obliged 
to go to Bed. * l 
Tueſday, Fan. 31. Spent the Morning in writing Letters, vi- 
fiting the Sick, reading Prayers and preaching to the Soldiers. 

About Twelve was pleaſingly ſurpriſed with another Sight 
of my London Friends, who ftayed at Deal all Night, and 
finding the Ship did not fail, came with ſome more Deal 
Friends to take me on Shore, that I might bid them once 
more farewel. I was a little unwilling at firſt, but by their 
Importunity and affectionate Intreaties they even compelled 

me. I accordingly went with them, finging Pſalms and 
praiſing Gop all the Way. 

But I had ſcarce been on Shore an Hour before the Man of 
War gave a Signal for failing; and ſo we were obliged to 
haſten back on board. The People expreſſed much Joy at 
ſeeing me come to Deal again, and accompanied me to the 
Sea Shore, as before. 

The Weather being fair, we went on board with Pleaſure : 
The Ship was under Sail, but we met with it, and were re- 
ceived affectionately. I hope that theſe frequent and ſudden 

Removes will put me in mind that I have here no continuing 
City; and fiir me up to live ſo holily, that was GOD at any 
time to ſay, This Night fall thy Soul be required of thee; I 
might with Pleafure ſay, Lo I came | 

Another Thing I could not. but refle& on Yeſterday, when 
I ſaw Deal all in a Confuſion when the Wind ſhifted about 
ſo ſuddenly, ſome crying for one thing, ſome another, but 
all anxious leſt their Ship ſhould fail without them. Mlas ! 
what Confuſion (thought I) will the Inhabitants of the World 
be in, when in a Moment, in the Twinkling of an Eye, they 
ſhall hear the Voice of the Archangel and Trump of G OD, 
crying aloud, Ariſe, ye Dead, and come to Fudgment ! | 

After I was on board, I preached, read Prayers to the Sol- 
diers, viſited the Sick, wrote ſome Letters, and interceded 
for all Mankind on Deck; and retired to Bed about Twelve. 

Our Ship failed briſkly for a few Hours; but the Wind 
ſhifting again, was obliged to return back once more, and 
we caſt Anchor in the Downs about Nine at Night. 

After this, I went chearfully about my Minifterial Bufineſs, 
vilited the Sick, read Prayers and preached to the Soldiers, 
anſwered ſome Letters I had receiving in the Morning. 

Sent ſome Books for the Soldiers on board the Lightfoot ; 
and at Night went on Shore at Deal with Mr. H.. where we 
were molt kindly received and courteouſly entertain'd and 
lodged at Mr. R's: The LORD reward him a thouſand 1 * 


to the Soldiers, and then return to 
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Did nothing that Night, it being late, fave that I viſited a 
fick Perſon at her earneſt Defire and the Miniſter's Conſent, 
and talked about half an Hour on the Benefit of Afflictions. 

Anſwered two or three Letters I received after I came on 
Shore; prayed with ſome well- diſpoſed People that were at 
Mr. R's, and about Twelve went to Bed. 

Thurſday, Feb. 2: Roſe early in the Morning; went on 
board in Mr. E's Boat, intending to read Prayers and preach 
Upper-Deal to preach 
there, being asked to do ſo by the Inhabitants and the Miniſter. 

About Ten o' Clock there ſprung up a pleaſant fair Gale, 
which carried us from the Downs near forty Miles that Day 
during which Time I read Prayers, preached to and cate- 


| chiſed my Soldiers, wrote ſome Letters, and had an Oppor- 


tunity of ſending them as we failed by Dover; for which I 
was defirous to bleſs Gop. 
Any one muſt needs think I ſhould have been glad to have 
heard from * Mr. Weſley, as he went by Deal; but I confider'd 
Gon order'd all Things for the beſt; and therefore I now 


joyfully went, but not knowing whither I went; and doubted 


not but He that ſtrengthened David when he went out againſt 
Goliah, would alſo ſtrengthen me againſt all my ſpiritual Ad- 
verſaries, and ſend his HoLy GrosT to guide, aſſiſt, and 
comfort me in all Emergencies. The Good LORD keep me 

always thus minded ! 
Friday, Feb. 3. Let this Day be noted in my Book; for 
Gon wrought for us a wonder Deliverance! About Seven in 
the Morning, the Men upon Deck not keeping a good look- 
out, one of the Eafi-India Ships in ſhifting to the Wind ran 
near us ſo very briskly, that had not Captain . providentially 
been on Deck, and beſeeched them for Gop's ſake to tack about, 
both the Ships muſt inevitably have ſplit one againſt another. 
They were within four Yards of each other. The Captain 
ſaid he never was in ſo great Danger in his Life. Gon ſo 
ordered it, that Mr. H. and I knew nothing of it *till it was 
over: But when I was appriſed of it, I endeavoured to excite 
all to Thankfulneſs, and returned publick Thanks at Prayers. 
Too many ſeemed to be unſenſible of the Mercy received. But,

Read publick Prayers and preached to the Soldiers as uſual; 
explained the Catechiſm to the Women, exhorted them par- 
ticularly to be obedient to their own Huſbands, which they 
He came from Georgia to England juſt as My, Whitefield left 2 .

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had lately been wanting in: And was pleaſed to hear the Cap- 
tain, as I came on Deck, remind me of the Motion I made 
to him ſome time ago, about having Prayers daily in the Great 
Cabbin ; and withal deſired that from henceforward I would 
read Prayers Morning and Evening to them. This I moſt 
readily conſented to, it being what I had long deſired and 
prayed for, and what I was juſt then about to propoſe to him 
again. Accordingly I went immediately and acquainted the 
Lieutenant, Ec. of the Captain's Defire, and we began this 
Night to have full publick Prayers: And at the Requeſt of 
IF. I expounded the ſecond Lefſon ; and a glorious 
Leſſon it was. Bleſſed be GOD! for that I hope we ſhall 
now begin to live like Chriſtians, and call upon the Name of the 
LORD daily. The very Thoughts of God's granting me 
this Petition filled me with Joy. 

Saturday, Feb. 4. Began to have Prayers in the great Cabbin 
in the Morning; read Prayers and preached twice to the Sol- 
diers as uſual ; and expounded the ſecond Leſſon in the E- 
vening to the Gentlemen, after Prayers in the great Cabbin, 
which from henceforth I intended, Gon willing, to continue: 
Unſpeakable I find is and will be the Benefit of it; for it 
gives me an Opportunity of ſaying many ſalutary Truths, 
and affords us Matter for ſerious Table-talk afterwards. 
Was much pleaſed to ſee our Ship ſail directly before the 
Wind; was enlarged in Interceſhon ; furniſhed three Soldiers 
with Books, who began to-day to learn to read : GOD enable 
them nt only to read, but to do their Duty ! 

Mr. H's Scholars increaſe : The LORD increaſe his Strength ! 

Sunday, Feb. 5. Joined in Spirit with abſent Friends in holy 
Ordinances; ſpent ſome Time moſt delightfully in reading 
the Word of Gop: Read Prayers. and made ſome Obſerva- 

tions on both the Leſſons in the great Cabbin ; and then read 
Prayers and expounded both the Lefſons to the Soldiers. O 
that the LORD would open our Underflandings ! for they are but 
@ dead Letter without the Illumination of his Holy Spirit 

Read Prayers and preached my Sermon on Fuftificatien i in 
the Afternoon to the Officers, c. in the great Cabbin. 

Begun to-night to turn the Obſervations made on the Lef- 
ſons in the Morning into catechiſtical Queſtions, and was 
pleaſed to hear ſome of the Soldiers and my Companions make 
ſach apt Anſwers. I find this an excellent Way of InftruQtion : 
It makes them bring their Bible, and give diligent Heed to 
th Things that are ſpoken : It teaches them the Scriptures 


praQiically, and conſequently will by the Divine Bleffing make 
them wiſe unto Salvation. Thanks be zo GOD, for putting thi: 
into my Heart ! By His Aſſiſtance I intend to continue it.

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Though the Weather was exceeding pleaſant all the Day 
yet it grew more and more pleaſant in the Evening, and 12 
Ship ſailed at the Rate of nine Miles an Hour, and as ſteady as 
though we were fitting on Shore. The Night was exceeding 
clear, and the Moon and Stars appeared in their greateſt Luſtre ; 
ſo that not having Patience to ſtay below, I went upon Deck 
with Friend H. and praiſed Gop for his wonderful loving 
Kindneſs, in finging Palms, and gave Thanks for the Bleſ- 
fings, and aſked Pardon for the Offences of the Week, and 
then had a long Interceſſion. Gop Lr I may learn a 22 
from this good Providence of Gop ; and the nearer I come to my 
Journey End, the quicker may my Pace be.

All the Gentlemen attended, 
Benches were laid for the People, and the Ship failed ſmooth- 
ly, and the Weather was finer than I can expreſs ; fo that I 
know not where I have performed the Service more comfort- 
ably. And, indeed, I have been fo delighted theſe two Days, 
with our pleaſant failing, and the Promontaries all around us, 
that I could not avoid thanking Gon fot calling me abroad. 
and ftirring up all to' praiſe kim: Who by bis Strength ſetteth 

faft the Mountains, and is girded about with Power. 

For theſe two Days our Ship has ſailed at the Rate of a 
hundred and fixty Miles in twenty four Hours, and rode in 
Triumph directly before the Wind, and caſt Anchor about 
Two in the Morning ; till which Time, I fat up on purpoſe 
to give Thanks in Gibraltar Haven. Oh that my Friends would 
therefore praiſe the Lord for his Goodneſs, and extol! him for the 
wonderful 2 he doth for me, "the leaft of the Sons of Men. 
How Providence will be pleaſed to diſpoſe of me here, I 
cannot yet know ; but I thonght proper to ſend you this Ac- 
count of my ſhort Voyage already, to ſhew you how Gop 
has heard your Prayer, to provoke you to Thankfulneſs, and 
to encourage you to perſevere in praying on my Behalf. If

My Friend H. and I dined at an Inn, and went 
afterwards with Capt. V. and ſome other Company, to view

The ſeeing Perſons of all Nations and Languages, gave me 
great Pleaſure : And the Difference of the Value of their Mo- 
ney and ours, gave me Occaſion to reflect on the Stupidity of 
thoſe who place their Happineſs in that which has no intrinfick 
Worth in itſelf, but only ſomuch as we arbitrarily put upon it.

Friday, Feb. 24. Bleſſed be God, who this Day hath ſhewn me 
| that he hath beard my Prayer, and not taken his loving Kindneſs

| | were going, and direct me where I ſhould lodge ; and lo this 
Day he has anſwered me.—About Ten in the Morning comes 
Capt. M. on board, telling me that one Major S. (a Perſon I 
never faw) hrd provided me a convenient Lodging at one 
Merchant B's and defired that I would come on Shore. I 
looking upon this as a Call from Providence; received it with 
all Thankſulneſs, and went with Friend H. on Shore, but not 
without firſt praying that Gon would direct us how to behave. 

About the middle of the Town Major S. gave us the 
Meeting, conducted us to our new Lodgings (which were 
very commodious) and engaged us to dine with him and Capt. 
MH. I ben I ſent ye without Scrip or Shoe, lacked ye any thing ? 
and they ſaid, Nothing, Lord ! D | 

About Eleven was introduced by Doctor C. to General C. 
who was deſirous of ſeeing me. He received me exceeding 
kindly, and after a little ſerious Converſation, we went to 
 « the Governour S's, from thence to publick Prayers; and I 

was highly pleaſed to ſee ſo many Officers attending on the 
Generals to Church. Doctor C. told me he had not known 
Governour S. abſent himſelf from Prayers once theſe ſeveral 
Years, except when he was hindred by real Sickneſs. O that 
ell others would let their Light fo fhine before Men ! 
Retired in the Evening to our Lodgings, had Family 
Prayer, wrote ſome few religious Leiters, and ſpent near 
half an Hour in ſerious Converſation with the People of the 
Houſe, gave Thanks for the Bleflings of the Day, and was 
ſoon convinced that Gon had ſent me that particular Lodg- 
ing of a Truth. Be careful for nothing, but in every {even the 
minuteſt) Thing, make your Wants known unto God. Fer be 
careth for you. 

Saturday, Feb. 25. About Six this Morning went with 
Friend H. to the Church to pray with fome devout Soldiers, 
who I heard uſed to meet there at that Time, and with whom 
my Soul was knit immediately. For all my Delight is in the 
Saints that are in the Earth, and in thoſe that excol in Virtue. 
After we had finiſhed our Devotion, I made an Enquiry 
into their State, and found that their Society had been ſub- 
fiſting about twelve Years, and that one Serjeant B. (a devout

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Soldier indeed) now amongſt them was the firſt Beginner of 
it. At firſt they told me they uſed to meet in Dens and 
Mountains and Caves in the Rocks; but afterwards upon 

their applying for Leave to build a little Place to retire in, 
Doctor C. and Governour S. gave them the free Uſe of the 
Church, where they conſtantly meet three Times in a Day, 
to pray, read, and fing Pſalms, and at any other Seaſon when 
they pleaſe. They have met with Contempt, and are now 
in Derifion called the New Lights. And glorious Lights they 
are indeed. For I converſed cloſely with ſeveral of them, 
and they made me quite aſhamed of my little Proficiency in 
the School of Cyzisr. Many have joined with them for a 
Time, but a ſervile Fear of Man, that Bane of Chriflianity, 
made them draw back. However, fome continue ſtedfaſt 
and immoveable, and tho? deſpiſed by the World, are no 
doubt highly favoured of Gon. Governour S. countenances 
them much, and has ſpoke of them often to me with reſpect. 
Bleſſed be God even the Father of our Lord Jeſus Chrij*, who 
hath not left bimſelf without Witneſs in any Place, but hath ſome 
every where, who ſerve kim and work Righteouſneſs. 

The Sunday before we came hither, I was telling my Friend 
H. that I had reaſon to think by what had happened to me 
that Gop had ſome Work for me to do at Gibraltar; he an- 
ſwered that there could not much Good be expected from 
among Soldiers. I replyed—No doubt Gep has ſome ſecret 
ones in all Places, who tremble at his Word. And lo he 
hath this Day brought me to them. By this I tuo thou 
favouureſi me, O Lord thou King of Saints. 

There is alſo another Society of the Scotch Church, who 
in Contempt are called Dark Lanthsras. It has ſubſiſted a- 
bout a Year, and is made up of many ſerious Chriſtians, as I 
was informed. I did not think it agreeable to viſit them, but 
I ſent them, as well as the other Society, ſome proper Books; 
had religious Talk with ſeveral of them, and cndeavourcd to 
unite both Societies together. Oh whon will that Time come, 
when all Differences about Externa!s ſhall be taden away, and we 
all with one Heart, and cue Mouth glorify our Lord Feſus Chrijt ! 

About Eight returned to my Lodgings, and after having 
wrote ſome Letters, went on board the Any to marry a Couple 
who ſcnt to me Yeſterday to come and celebrate their Nuptials. 
I took that Opportunity of exhorting them all to fake heed to 
the Things that belong to their Peace. Some I believe were af- 
fected, but the Generality of them behaved ſo careleſs, that 
I could not but ſee a Difference between thoſe that have a 
Miniſter and thoſe that have not. | 

About Twelve went on _ own Ship, dined, did 
| . ſom 
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ſome neceſſary Buſineſs, read Prayers, gave my Flock a warm 
Exhortation, and returned about Five on Shore, where I ſpent 
near two Hours with the devour Soldiers in the Church. Many 
of them converſed moſt ſpiritually, and ſeemed well acquainted 
with the Pangs of the New Birth. May God perfect the good 
Work begun in their Hearts. O how amiable are thy Servants, 
O Lord of Hatt! How would the World admire them did they 
ſee their Beauties! But Satan does now as formerly, dreſs 
them in Bears Skins in order to have them baited. 

Sunday, Feb. 26. Between Five and Six in the Morning 
went with Mr. H. (which I did all the while I wasat Gibraltar) 
and ſung Pſalms, prayed and expounded the Leſſons to the 
devout Soldiers in the Church, and was much enlarged. Thanks 
be given unto thee, O Lord! | 

Intended to go and preach to my People ; was prevented 
by the Violence of the Wind; but was pleaſed to hear from 
ſome Gibraltar Officers, who dined that Day on board the 
IWhitaker, that ſome of my Flock had the Courage to read 
Prayers and fing Pialms themſelves, and (as I found afterwards) 
continued ſo to do, during my Abſence from them. Bleſſed 
be Ga! I hope I fhall have ſome that dare be ſingularly Goad, 


and twill not be kept out by the Prefs. 


Preached in the Morning at Gibraltar, before ſuch a Con- 
gregation of Officers and Soldiers as I never before ſaw: The 
Church, though very large, was quite thronged : And Gop 
was pleaſed to ſhew me, that he had given extraordinary Suc- 
ceſs to my Sermon. O how is the divine Strength magnified in 
my Weakneſs! O grant I may like à pure Chryſtal tranſmit all 
the Light thou poure/t upon me; and never claim as my own what 
is thy ſole Propriety ! | | | 

Dined with Friend H. at Governour S's, who ſent moſt 
kindly to invite us. The Law at his Table was the fame with 
that of Abaſuerusß, No one was compelled :”* And all the 
Officers bchaved in ſuch a decent innocent Manner every 
Time I dined there, that they pleaſed me very much. Surely 


fome Fear of God is in that Place! 


After Evening Prayers (for there is no Sermon in the Af- 
ternoon) I went and expounded, prayed and ſung Pſalms with 
the Society, and had near thirty Hearers. May the good 
Lord give it his Bleſſing ! 

At Night had ſome devout Converſation with my Hoft and 


Hoſteſs, who ſeemed to love me as their own Son ; prayed 


for abſent Friends, and went to Bed aſhamed I had done ſo 


little for Gop on a Sabbath-day. But when we cannot do as 


we world, we muſt do as we can. 
Monday, Feb. 27. Went to the Church, and did as yeſter- 
day: 
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day: And was viſited afterwards by two of the Nonconform- 
ing Society, who ſeemed to be Mraelites indeed : I exhorted 
them to Love and Unity, and not to let a little Difference 
about a few Externals occaſion any Narrow-ſpiritednelis to 
ariſe in their Hearts. I adviſed them to come and hear me 
expound in the Church, which they did; and providentially 
the Leſſon was the 4* of the Epheſians, from whence I took 
occaſion to urge on them the Neceſſity of loving one another 
with a Catholick diſintereſted Love; to be cf one Heart and 
one Mind, and to join without Reſpect of Perſons in ha- 
ſtening the Kingdom of our Lord J=svs CurisT. I hope 
Gon gave a Bleſſing to what was ſaid : For I obſerved they 
came conſtantly afterwards, and was told there was a perſect 
Harmony between them. bat infinite Miſchief have need- 
tefs Diviſions cocafioned in the Chriſtian World! Divide & 
Impera, it the Devil's Motte. 

Dined and ſupped at General C's with Mr. H. and was 
received moſt courteouſly : The Lord reward him in that Day 
The Officers ſeemed ſtudious to oblige me, and to be ſol- 
licitous for my Stay at Gibraltar: But my Face was ſet to 
go towards Georgia. The Lord dire? my going in bis Way ! 

Tueſday, Feb. 28. Expounded in the Church as uſual ; 
went on board, read Prayers and expounded to my own Flock ; 
dined with Friend H. at Governour 8's, who ſent to invite 
us; and expounded to a large Number of Soldiers in the Even- 
ing at Church. | 
Was asked by Dr. C. in the Name of the Governour, Co- 

lonel C. to preach every Prayer Day whilſt I ftay'd at Gi- 
braltar, which I promiſed to do, and perceived the Word of 
God to run very ſwiftly. Many of the Inhabitants preſſed me 
to ſtay with them, and were exceeding kind to thoſe who 
were with me, for my ſake. Bleſſed be God, for thus giving 
me Favour in bis People's Sight ! Lord, what am 1, or what i- 

in me, that thou ſbouldeſt thus ſo highly honour me? Grant, O 
Lord, the more thou exalteſt me, the more I may abaſe myſelf, 
and alway: be looking to the Reck from whence Twas ben ! 

Converſed with one of the devout Soldiers, who was under 
firong ſpiritual Trials; and God was pleaſed to give him 
Comfort. I find it neceflary more and more every Day, 
that Miniſters ſhould be tempted in all Things like unto their 
Brethren, that they may be able experimentally to ſuccour 
thoſe that are tempted. 

IPeanejday, March 1. Expounded in the Morning, and 
was highly pleaſed at my Entrance into the Church, to ſee 
ſeveral Soldiers kneeling in ſeveral Parts of the Houſe of Gop 
at their private Devotions. N happy Gibraltar, that ba? ſuab 
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a Set of praying Men! Some 1 hear often come in by Two 
o Clock in the Morning, to pour out their Hearts before 
Gor. The LORD perform all their Petition 
Preached, according to my Promiſe, to a numerous and 
affected Audience of Officers, Soldiers, Cc. Dined (at his 
Invitation) at Governour 8's, and expounded at Night to 
near 200 People, amongſt whom were many of the Officers, 
and of the Honourable Women not a few. Oh that they may 
with Meekneſs receive the engrafied Work, and that it may be 
a Means of ſaving their Souls ! 
Thurſday, Mar. 2. Spent Part of the Day in writing 
Letters. Dined and ſup'd at Mr. s, chief Civil Magiſtrate 
in Gibraltar, and was entertained with uncommon Love and 
AﬀeQion. > 
Expounded twice in the Cliu:ch, as uſual, and at Night 

had above three hundred Hearers; amongſt whom were ma- 
ny Officers, Ladies, and Dr. C. the Miniſter of the Church 
himſelf, who would have had me went up into the Reading 
Desk, that I might have the greater Command of the People; 
but I declincd it that Night. GOD be praiſed for /ending me 
abroad, and proſpering the Wort of his Hands upon me

Friday, Mar. z. Still Gop lets me ſee greater Things 
than beſore. Oh that my Thanks may increaje proportimmably ! 
This Morning, beſides a great Number of the Soldiers, near 
if not more than a Dozen of the Town's People came to 
Church to hear me expound. Afterwards, we breakfaſted 
with a Genilewoman, who ſent by Major S. to invite us, 
and moſt gladly received us into her Houſe. About Ten I 
preached my Sermon againſt Swraring, and made a Farewel 
Application to the Soldiers that were going over to Georgia 
out of that Garriſon. The Governour had that Morning re- 
viewed them; and as I could not be in the fame Ship with 
them, I deſired they might be ordered to come to Church, 
that I might have an Opportunity of telling them how to be- 
have in that Land which they were going over the Sea to 
protect. The Colonel and Governor moſt readily conſented ; 
there was a moſt thronged Audience, and Gon was pleaſed to 
ſet his Seal to my Sermon: Many Officers and Soldiers wept 
torely, and a viſible Alteration was obſerved in the Garriſon 
tor ſome Days after. Oh that their Conviftions may end in their 
Couver/.on, and that they may bring forth the Fruits of the Spirit ! 
Bought 
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Bought ſome Wine out 'of the Money which I had col- 
lected for the Uſe of the fick Poor in Georgia. The Parſonags- 
Houſe ought to be the Poor's Store- Houſe. 

Had above five hundred to hear me expound this Evening, 
and went up into the Desk, by the Advice of Dr. C. who 
now conſtantly makes one of my Hearers. After this, we 
ſupped at Mr. B's of the Victualing Office, and returned 
home with Joy and great Gladneſs of Heart. Ibo can expreſs 
the loving Kindneſs of the LORD, or fhew forth all his Praiſe ? 

Saturday, March 1. Expounded in the Morning: more 
Hearers than ever, ſome of which wept. Dined and ſupped 
with General C. who ſent laſt Night to invite me and my 
Friend, and treated us with particular ReſpeR. 

Went in the Afternnon to the Jewiſh Synagogue, and was 
ſurpriſed to ſee one of the Head of them come from the far- 
theſt End, and put me in one of their chiefeſt Seats : But af- 
terwards 'he told me he had heard my Sermon yeſterday a- 
gainſt Scwearing, and thanked me for it. Not wnto me, not un- 
to me, O LORD, but unto thy Name be all the Thanks and Glo- 
ry / I continued with them their whole Service, and ſpent 
moſt of my Time there in ſecret Prayer to Go p, That the 
Veil might be taken from their Hearts, and that bleſſed Time 
might come when his chofen People ſhould again be engraſted into 
their own Olive Tree, and all Iſrael be ſaved. 

Viſited an unhappy Man in Priſon, who laſt Night, in a 
drunken Fit, murdered a Fellow-Soldier. I providentially 
met him juſt as he was apprehended, and laid before him the 
Terrors of the Lord. At firſt he ſeemed unconcerned ; but 
in a ſhort Time he was pricked to the Heart, defired me to 
come and ſee him, and to-day trembled and wept bitterly. 
Oh Drunkenne/s, what Miſchief haſt thou done? Thy Name is 
Legion; for behold a Troop of Sins come along with thee. 

In the Evening Thad near, if not more, than a thouſand 
Hearers ; and I took Occaſion, from the poor Man's Example 
before mentioned, to warn the Soldiery not to be drunk with 
Wine, wherein is Exceſs; a Sin that moſt eaſily beſets the 
Men of Gibraltar. May they hear and fear, and fin no more 
prefumprumuſly. I had a great Hoarſeneſs upon me; but not- 
withſtandinz, Gos enabled me to ſpeak with Power. Ihen 
we are weak, then are we ſtrong. I hat Aercies has GOD 
fhewn me this laſt Week! Os that my Friends, when they hear 
of it, may praije him! for ſurely GO D has hearkened to their 
Prayer. | 

Sunday, Mar. 5. After Morning Expoſition in the Church, 
went and ſaw the Roman Catbolicts at their high Maſs; and 
ſh ill only mike this Remark : T hat there needs no other 
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t againſt Popery, than to ſee the Pageantry, Super- 
| Rition, and Idolatry of their Worſhip. 

About Ten, went to the Church belonging to the Garriſon ; 
preached to a moſt thronged Audience, and received (what 
my Soul longed after) the Sacrament of CHAIST's moſt bleſ- 
ſed Body and Blood : Both the Generals were there, and near 
fifty more Communicants. The weekly ColleCtion for the 
Poor was larger than ever was known: And ***** was ſo 
effected, that he wiſhed himſelf a deſpiſed Methodift. We are 
mot fit for GOD to work by, *till we are deſpiſed by Men, that the 
Excellency and Power of Preaching may be ſeen to be of GOD only. 

Dined at Governour S's, and, at the Requeſt of the Inhabi- 
tants and Gentlemen of the Garriſon, preached in the Af- 
ternoon. Expounded in the Evening to above a thouſand 
Hearers, of all Demoninations; ſupped with General C. 
went home betimes, full of unſpeakable Comfort: I am ne- 
ver better than when I amon the full Stretch for Gov. GOD 
grant I may nat, like Jehu, drive furiouſly at firfl, and after- 
wards fall back ; but, forgetting thoſe Things which are behind, 
may I reach out to thoſe Things that are before, and preſs for- 
wards towards the Mark, for the Prize of my high Calling in 
CHRIST JESUS! Methinks I hear my dear Friends ſay fi- 
lently, Amen. And may the Great God ſay jo tus 

Monday, Mar. 6. Had near, if not more than a hundred at 
Morning Expoſition; and it being the laſt Day of my ſojourn- 
ing at Gibraltar, many came to me weeping, telling me 
what Gop had done for their Souls, defiring my Prayers, 
and ifing me theirs in return. Others both gave and 
ſent me Tokens of their Love, as Cakes, Figs, Wine, Eggs, 
and other Neceſſaries for my Voyage, and feemed to want 
Words to expreſs their Affection. The good LORD nate their 
| Kindneſſes in his Book, and reward them a thouſand Fold ! 

About Twelve, went to the Church, according to Ap- 
pointment, and made a farewel Exhortation, as Gon gave

hundred Soldiers, Women, Officers, Ec. who all ſorrowed at 
my Departure, and wiſhed me good Luck in the Name of the 
Lomp. Surely I may now expect greater Succeſs abroad, having 
fuch an Addition of Interceſſors in my Behalf.

The Weather being exceeding fair, 
and the Sea calm, I went with Capt. V. on board the Light- 
foot, dined with the Gentlemen belonging to the Ship and 
Colonel C. who came on board to pay them a Viſit: Married 
a, Couple; diſperſed Bibles, Teftaments, Soldiers Monitors a- 
mongſt the Men; exchanged ſome Books for ſome Cards, 
_ which I threw over board; preached a Sermon againſt Drunken- 
nel, 3 Gon —_ me to finiſh yeſterday ; and returned 
in the Evening, highly delighted with ſeeing the Porpoiſes - 
roll about the great Deep.

The Weather growing warmer, Friend H. had ſome Cloths 
hung over to cover his School : His Children come very regu- 
lar both to learn and ſay their Prayers at Night: Capt. . 
takes great Delight in them : Capt. M. much encourages the 
Soldiers to learn to read and write ; ſo that we begin to live 
as regular now as we could wiſh to do on Shore. Bleſſed 
be GOD for thus making his Power to be known ] 

Though Gop gives me ſo much Comfort, yet my dear 
England Friends are ſeldom out of my Mind ; though abſent 
in Body, I am preſent with them in Spirit. The Lord direct 
my Way unto them, and grant if ever I return it may be in the 
Fullneſs of the Bleſſing of the Goſpel of Peace ! 

Wedneſday, March 22. Saw a large Grampus rolling and 
ſpouting out Water for a long while, at a ſhort Diſtance from 
our Ship: It put me in mind of the Behemoth ſpoken of by 
holy Job, and of the Leviathan mentioned by the royal Pſal- 
miſt. O God, Who is like unto thee? | 

Thurſjdcy, March 23. This Morning we began to have 
Prayers at Six o' Clock, and the Drum beat to call the Peo- 
ple. Methinks we grow more and more regular every Day. 
God be praiſed ! 

Was very fervent in Intercefſion for abſent Friends and all 
Mankind. Oh, Interceſſion is a moſt delightful Exerciſe ! How 
does it fweeten and purify the Heart ! 

Viſited near twelve or fourteen ſick Perſons ; and yet ſuch 
is Gop's Mercy to me, that though the Place where they 
lye is much confined, and they catch the Fever of one another, 
yet Gon keeps me from Infection. The Way of Duty is the 
Way of Safety. Now Gon has ſent his Viſitations abroad 
amongſt us, I hope we ſhall learn Righteouſneſs. 

Friday, March 24. To-day the Sick till increaſed, and 


Friend H. was very ready to aſſiſt and carry Things to them.

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Had till freſh Reaſon to bleſs Gor for the Succeſs of my 
Miniſtry : Not unto me, not unto me, but unto thy Name, 0 
Lord, be all the Glory ! 

We begin now to live ſo happy on Shipboard, that I believe 
we ſhall part with each other with Regret. By this may all 
Men know we are Cbriſt's Diſciples, that we love one another. 
 Sailed an hundred and fifty four Miles the laſt twenty four 
Hours: And was much delighted in ſeeing many Porpoiſes 
playing about the Ship, one of which Captain V. catched, and 
Part of its Liver we had drefled for Dinner : It had a Head 
much like a Pig, and was about fix Foot long. The Works of 
the Lord are exceeding great, and to be admired of all them that 
have 4 Delight therein. 

Churched a Woman who lately was delivered of a dead 
Child, and afterwards gave her an Exhortation applicable to 
her Circumſtances. - God grant ſbe may apply it to her Heart ! 

Sunday, March 26. This Day Gop I truft magnified his. 
Power in the Converſion of a young Gentleman on board, 
whom he has been pleaſed to viſit with a Fever. His Con- 
victions were ſtrong, and as far as .I could find, a thorough 
Renovation begun in his Heart : The good Lord perfect it till 
the Day of his D:ſſolution. Now Gon begins to ſhew me 
wherefore he hath ſent me: O that I was humble] that 7 
might be fit for the High and Lofty One, who inhabiteth Eternty, 
to work by. 

Preached a Sermon in the Afternoon, on Luke iii. 14.— 
And the Soldiers likewiſe came unto him, and demanded, ſaying, 
And what muſt we de? And be ſaid unto them, Do Violence to no 
Man, neither accuſe any falſely, and be content with your Wages. 
I made it at the Requeſt of Capt. Af. who ſeems in earneſt 

about the great Work of his Salvation: He has read Aradts 
True Chriſtianity, and is now reading Law's Chriſtian Per fectian; 
Books worth their Weight in Gold, and which Gon has 
bleſſed to the Converſion of many. But what are Books wit h- 
out thy Spirit, O Lord ? Do thau bleſs them unto him, and they 
Hall be bleſſed. 

Exchanged ſome bad Books that were on board (which I 
threw immediately into the Sea) for ſome good ones, bleſſe d 
be God; all that I have found them with, as yet, have been 
ready to ſurrender them up. And I find it by daily Experience 
more and more that People who are truly awakened to a Senſe 
of the Divine Life, cannot bear to read any thing triflng ; but

ks March 27. Laſt Night Gon was pleaſed to take

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away a black Boy of Capt. V after he had been ill of a vio- 
| lent Fever for ſome Days He was never baptiſed, but IT 
had a Commiſſion from his Maſter, who ſeemed much af- 
feRted at his Death, to inſtruct, and baptiſe him, if it had 
pleaſed the Moft High that he ſhould recover ; but Gop faw 
fit to order it otherwiſe. His holy Vill be done. About Ten 
in the Morning he was wrapt up in a Hammock and thrown 
into the Sea. I could not read the Office over him being un- 
baptiſed, but Capt. M. ordered the Drum to beat, and I ex- 
horted all the Soldiers, Sailors, &c. as Gon gave me Utterance, 
to Remember their Creator in the Days of their Youth, and to 
prepare for that Time, when the Sea ſhould give up its Dead, 
ond all Nations be called together to appear before the Son of God. 
Oh that they may be made wiſe by it, that they may lay to Heart 
what has been ſaid, and practically conſider their latter End ! 

Had our blefled Lonp been here, I believe he would have 
wept to ſee what Havock Sin hath made amongſt us.

This Day Capt. A. began to come at 
Six in the Morning and join in Prayers on Deck, inſtead of 
having Prayers in the great Cabbin. Surely our Soldiers will

_ ample; bleſſed be Gop; I have no reaſon to complain of 
them, for they come very regularly twice a Day to Prayer, 
and an Oath ſeems to be a ſtrange Thing amongſt moſt of 
them. Many Marks of a found Converſion appear in ſeveral 
abroad, and we live in perfect Harmony, and Peace, loving 
and beloved of one another. Surely, my Friends, your Prayers 
are heard.

Afﬀter- 
wards went on board the Amy, catechiſed the Children, dined 
on a Dolphin, had ſome uſeful Converſation, preached to the 
Soldiers, returned home about Six, read Prayers, viſited the Sick, 
interceded for Friends, and went to Bed praifing and bleffingGod. 
April 7. Great Enlargement of Heart has been given me 
for theſe four Days laſt paſt, particularly to-day, in which 
Gon hath vouchſafed me much of his Prefence and aſſiſting 
Grace; obſerved ſtill ſtronger Signs of a thorough Converſion 
being wrought in ſome aboard; had moſt delightful failing, 
and every thing as pleaſant as this vain World can afford. 
Theſe are Preparatives for future Trials : Welcome in the 
Name of Gon: He will uphold me. If it was not for the 
Corruptions of my own Heart, which are continually ftirring, 
what have I to difturb my Peace ; but as long as thoſe Amale- 
Kites remain in my Soul, I ſhall never be perfectly at eaſe.

Preached two Sermons beſides my 
Expoſition at Six in the Morning, and I hope Gop ſet his 
Seal to them. Was well pleaſed to hear by my Friend H. (who 
is very active in carrying Things to the Sick) that the poor 
People between Decks prayed heartily for me. 5 8 

And now indeed we live more comfortably in the great 
Cabbin than can eafily be imagined. We talk of little elſe but 
Gon and Cunis r. Gon has greatly bleſſed the Country Par- 
fon's Advice ts his Pariſbianers, that excellent Book; and ſcarce 
a Word is to be heard amongſt us when together, but what 
bas Reference to our Fall in the firſt, and our New Birth 
in the ſecond Adam, the Loxd from Heaven; ſo that we all, 
I truſt, are reſolved to put my Afternoon's Text into Practice, 
and are determined not to know any thing ſave FESUS CHRIST 
end bim crucified.

I had all the Conveniences I could have on 
Shore: Capt. . refigned his own Bed to me; J. D. and 
Friend H. fat up with me every Night; and nothing was 
wanting to make my Sickneſs comfortable and eaſy. Bleſſed be 
GOD for theſe abundant Mercies in CHRIST JESUS ! 

I hope I ſhall now experimentally ſympathiſe with thoſe that 
are fick, and learn to be more tender-hearted to my Fellow 
Chriffians. I am now made whole: May I fin no more, be more 
fervent in Spirit, ſerving the Lord ! le a worſe Env] befal me. 

Friday, May 5. About Ten o' Clock this Morning buried the 
Cook of the Ship, who expired laſt Night.
